NEAR JORDAN LIN 


PARIS, Oct. 22 (AP)—France 
and Laos today signed a treaty 
of friendship and association 
which establishes the small 
Indochinese kingdom as a “fully 
independent and sovereign 
state,” but keeps it within the 
French Union. 

President Vincent Auriol and 
King Sisavang Vong signed 
respective for France. and 
Laos in a brief ceremony in the 
Elysees palace late today, 
climaxing days of negotiation 
over terms of the agreement.

tegic Services mission in north 
Italy. 

Another witness, Angela Riz- 
zoli, 35 years old, identified in 
previous testimony as an inti- 
mate friend of Icardi’s, told the

again today. The prosecution is 
trying to prove that this was a 
reason for his murder. 

The Rev. Giovanni Bandoni, a 
Roman Catholic priest who 
worked with the partisans, said 
Holohan was a “fervent Catholic 
and strongly anti-Communist.” 

e priest testified that Holo- 
han frequently expressed con- 
cern over the fact that the ma- 
jority of the partisans were 
| Communists. 

He seemed “to be mostly pre- 
occupied with the possibility of 
a Red revolution after the war 
to gain power (in Italy). In my 
opinion, that preoccupation was 
the reason why he did not want 
to send arms to the (Communist) 
partisans,” Father Bandoni said. 

There was another reference 
to the secret mission’s gold, 
which later disappeared. The 
Rev. Carlezzo Muzzilli, another 
priest, said “Icardi and (Aminta) 
Migliari shared large sums of 
| money and often planned how to 
invest them in some business.” 

Migliari is one of three Ital- 
fans also on trial. 

A surprise came with the ap- 
pearance of a former partisan 
hero, Reno Pachetti, who holds 
Italy’s highest military decora- 
tion, the Gold Medal. 

He testified that Icardi re- 
cently wrote him that “the only 
reason” he refused to stand trial 
in person in Italy was because 
the judges would be “the same 
ones who would have sentenced 
me to death had I been caught 
by the Fascists during the war.” 

Pahcetti described Icardi as 
“a clever man and a brilliant 
and courageous officer.”

Turley and Caton were named 
to four-year terms, Houx and 
Dr. Grim to three-year terms, 
and Morgan and Coutin to two- 
year terms. Hereafter, all mem- 
bers will be named for four-year 
terms.

comprised the Governor, Attor- 
ney General and the Director of 
Conservation. There had been 
charges that in the past political- 
ally-favored park superintend- 
ents and concessionaries were 
permitted to make large per- 
sonal profits from their opera- 
tions of some of the _ state’s 
larger and more popular parks. 


Under the new law, the board 
may award contracts under com- 
petitive bidding to individuals to 
manage various parks and oper- 
ate the concessions, but their | 
profits are limited to $10,000!

24 parks, and may employ a 
state park director. 

Board members will be paid 
$10 a day for the time spent on 
official business, with a limit of 
$1000 a year. _ They also will be | 
paid expenses for attending | 
board meetings. The Governor 
noted that many of his ap- 
pointees had taken an active in- 
terest in state and local parks.

place finish in one year, was 
voted today National League 
manager of the year. 

Grimm, who was runner-up te 
Casey Stengel yesterday for ma- 
jor league manage honors, 
had no trouble outseoring Char- 
lie Dressen, Broo ‘s deposed 
manager, for t National 
League's top spot : 


The 58-year-old Grimm drew 


110 of the 179 votes cast by 
members of the Baseball Writ- 
ers’ Association in the annual 
Associated Press poll. 
was second with 66 votes. Eddie 
Stanky of St. Louis and Rogers 
Hornsby of Cincinnati, the only 


other managers to receive recog- | 
nition, divided the remaining | 


votes. Stanky got two and 
Hornsby one. (In the A.P. poll 
covering both leagues, Stengel 
got 107 of the 179 votes for man- 
ager of the year honors; Grimm, 
second, got 30 votes.) 

Stengel, the 1953 manager of 
the year, naturally was selected 
as top man in the American. He 
received 143 votes to easily out- 
distance his challengers. Lou 
Boudreau of Boston was second 
with 19, seven more votes than 
Paul Richards of Chicago re- 
ceived. Other American league 
managers to receive support, 
were Al Lopez of Cleveland, 
Bucky Harris of Washington and 
Fred Hutchinson of Detroit. 


Harris and Lopez got two votes | 


and Hutchinson one. 
He Surprised Experts. 

Grimm, who succeeded Tom- 
my Holmes as Braves’ manager 
in mid-season of 1952, is no 
nevice by any means. He served 
two separate terms as pilot of 
the Chicago Cubs, putting in a 
total of 10 full seasons and parts 


of three others in the Windy | 


City. He led the Cubs to pen- 
nants in 1932, 1935 and 1945. 
The jovial Dutchman, how- 


ever, probably is as proud of his | 


feat in leading the lightly re- 
garded Braves into the runner- 
up position to the champion 
Dodgers as he was in each of his 
three flags. In pre-season polls, 
few experts dared predict a bet- 
ter than fifth place finish for 
the transplanted Boston club. 

The Braves proved to be a. 
surprise club right from the 
start. Led by the power hitting | 
of Eddie Mathews, the brilliant 
hurling of Warren Spahn, the 
resurgence of Andy Pafko and 
Joe Adcock and the infusion of 
new blood furnished by Del | 
Crandall, Billy Bruton and | 
Pitchers Bob Buhl and Johnny 
Antonelli, the Braves actually | 
led the league on the last day | 
of May. 

Dodgers Had Power. 

From then on, the superior | 
power of the Dodgers made it- 
self felt. The Braves refused to 
give up and clung to their 
mathematical chance for a pen- 
nant until Sept. 12, two weeks 
before the close of the season, 

As a reward for his outstand- 
ing work in boosting his team 
five notches in a single season, 
Grimm was given a three-year 
contract to lead the Braves 
through 1956.

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Adenauer Says West Effort 


To Woo Russia Into Big Four 
Peace Talks Is Nearly at End 


Chancellor Believes Kremlin Will Stop Cold 
War When It Realizes It Cannot Grab 
Control of Western Europe — Against 


Going to Moscow.

BONN, Oct. 22 (UP). 


ERMAN Chancellor Konrad Adenauer said today the West 
has almost exhausted its efforts to wod Russia into Big Four 
peace talks and warned that the Kremlin would end the cold 
war only when it realizes it cannot grab control of western Europe. 
In an exclusive interview, the first he has granted since his 
re-election Oct. 9 to another four-year term, Adenauer said he 
doubted whether British Prime Minister Churchill could produce 
worthwhile results by making a personal trip to Moscow. 


“I am convinced that one 
should not attempt to use means 
that are hopeless in advance,” 
Adenauer said. “That only 
strengthens the position of the 
other side and makes them think 
we are crawling after them.” 


Wouldn’t Go to Moscow. 

Adenauer said he most cer- 
tainly would not go to Moscow 
himself to try to reach a direct 
agreement with the Russians. 

The 77-year-old Chancellor 
expressed belief that if the Rus- 
sians reject the latest Western 
invitation to a Big Four confer- 
ence at Lugano on Nov. 9, the 
West will drop further attempts 
to bring them into cold war 
talks. 

“I believe the latest note will 
be the last one if the reply is 
negative,” Adenauer said. “There 
is no point in continuing to 
chase after them. We merely 
hurt our own objective of reach- 
ing an understanding with the 
Russians.” 

Adenauer received this cor- 
respondent in his office at 
Bonn’s histori¢ Schaumburg pal- 
ace. Beside his desk were 
signed photographs of Président 
Eisenhower and Churchill. 

Throughout the interview, the 
German stateman stressed con- 
stantly his firm conviction that 
a cold war agreement with the 
Russians will be possible only 
when they realize the West, par- 
ticularly the United States, is 
too strong for them. 

Adenauer was optimistic, how- 
ever, that there would not be 
a shooting war. 

Hot War Douhtful. 

“I do not believe there will 
be a hot war,” Adenauer de- 
elared emphatically. “The West- 
ern powers certainly will not 
start one, nor will the Russians 
because the risk would be far 
too great. I still ‘believe, as I 
have constantly reiterated, that 
fnternal conditions in Russia 
must séme day reach I perc 
where those in power say 
there is no point in continuing 
the cold war because their peo- 
ple are restless and hungry. 
Then they will realize they must 
come to an agreement.” 

Adenauer expressed his “ex- 
treme regret” that the European 
army treaty has not yet been 
ratified. 

“That would rob Soviet Russia 
of her last hope of laying hands 
on western Europe and consid- 
erably advance the chances of 
reasonable negotiations,” he 
said. 

The Chancellor said he be- 
lieved France would ratify the 
European army treaty early 
next year at the latest, but he 
indicated neither Germany nor 
the rest of the West could wait 
indefinitely. 

“I realize there can be no de- 
cision before the French presi- 
dential elections om Dec. 17,” 
Adenauer said. “But there must 
be one in the first few months 
of next,year. We can wait when 
there are reasons that we can 
understand for postponing a de- 
cision. But we cannot wait any 
longer if we get the impression 
that they are seeking excuses to 
delay a decision. The rest of 
the world also cannot wait.” 

Adenauer insisted he wanted 
at any cost to avoid saying any- 
thing the French might inter- 
pret as a threat.

Once you're out of Moscow, if 
you run out of rubles you'll be 
out of luck because you will find 
it next to impossible to change 
your foreign currency, whether 
in travelers checks or cash. I 
had to give up a trip to Yalta 
partly because my stock of 
rubles was running low in 
Odessa &nd no one would change 
the $500 in travelers checks I 
had with me. 

2. If you want to be relatively 
more comfortable than you 
would - be otherwise, always 
travel first class because the 
train and boat facilities provided 
for the rich and well-to-do in 
Russia are incomparably better 
than those available to the 
impoverished proletariat and 
peasants. It is well worth the 
difference in price.

As soon as 
we left the station, the steward- 
ess would turn it on unless some 
one had already done so. 
After a respectable period of 
time, when Moscow radio seemed 
to be repeating itself (and it al- 
ways seemed to me to be doing 
so), the game would begin. I 
would turn off the speaker. A 
Soviet passenger or stewardess 
would turn it on again. I would 
turn it off again. The Russian 
would turn it on again; and 
eventually we would both break 
out laughing. 

However, I didn't often win at

Farm Policy—For What? 


The major question facing the Eisenhower 
Administration as it formulates a new farm poll- 
cy is what basic purpose that policy shall serve. 
The President may believe that farmers are 
taking their problems in stride, as he repeatedly 
stated at his press conference Wednesday, and 
he may believe that Secretary Benson is a splen- 
did and dedicated man. But both he and his Ad- 
ministration will be judged by the farm pro- 
gram they present to Congress. The character of 
that program will depend on what it sets out 
to do. 

One reason for the widespread discontent 
with Mr. Benson is a conviction, based on some 
of his own utterandes, that he wants a farm 
program that will place a very low floor under 
farm income. He himself has stated the objective 
as “disaster insurance.” If the program he is now 
working out aims no higher than that, he can 
expect more trouble; not only from the farm 
belt, but from other sections of the population 
whose prosperity, as the President emphasized 
at Kansas City, is tied up with the prosperity 
of farmers. 

There can be no doubt at all that farmers, at 
least, demand something more than protection 
at the disaster level. Mr. Benson should know 
that as well as anybody. He began his tenure at 
the Department of Agriculture by opposing, as 
too high, fixed price supports at 90 per cent of 
parity. Now the signs multiply that the Admin- 
istration, like leading Republicans in Congress, 
will come out for extension of price supports at 
this level. 


When Mr. Benson had the ehoice of gupport- 
ing butter at 90 per cent or a lower level, he 


’ put the peg at 90 per cent. He has just passed . 


by a chance to reduce the 85 per cent support 
level on oats, rye, barley and grain sorghums. 
If the Administration thus is driven by ex”e- 
dieney to do more than provide disaster insur- 
ance, this does not mean that a satisfactory farm 
policy results. Far from it. What results Is a 
series of retreats where pressure requires them, 
a chain of special] favors for the growers of po- 
litically powerful crops, a jerry-built farm policy 
that lacks coherent purpose. 3 


This is the kind of farm policy we have now. 
How far it falls short of doing what a farm poli- 
cy ought to do can be judged by the hot inten- 
sity with which Mr. Benson and other Admin- 
istration officials are promising something bet- 
ter. But how much better? If farm income could 
drop 12 per cent this year while prices of major 
crops were being supported at 90 per cent of 
parity, obviously the mere extension of 90 per 
cent supports is not going to act as a wonder 
drug. 

The Administration would. do better to start 
with the proposition that a farm policy aimed 
only at protection against disaster is politically 
and economically unrealistic. What then should 
the basie objective be? The President stated it 
at Kansas City: to “build markets, safeguard 
farm income and protect consumers.” If he 
would spell this out by acknowledging that the 
level of farm income to be safeguarded is that 
which will best support full employment in the 
economy as a whole, he would have the begin- 
nings of a coherent policy. 


A program which aimed to support farm in- 
come rather than farm prices—which under- 
pinned the farmer's contribution te general 
prosperity in the general interest—would use 
many mechanisms to gaijin its goal. It would not 
depend exclusively on price supports, but would 
use other methods as well. It would not provide 
a benanza for the big corporation farms, but 
would concentrate upon aiding the family-sized 
farm, It would not pyt the cost of food beyond 
the consumer's reach, but would protect his in- 
terests as well as the farmer's. 

If the Administration proposed such a policy, 
it would have something worth considering by 
Congress. But first it must come to a clear and 
definite decision on what the goal of farm policy 
ought to- be. 7 
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Headache Over the Holy Land 


The U.N. Security Council is discussing a 
problem which, in its way, is as tough and as 
persistent as the continuing disagreement of 
Russia and the Western powers. This is the 
running feud between Israel and its Arab neigh- 
bors which reached a new pitch recently when 
Israeli troops attacked three villages in Jordan, 
reportedly leaving 66 dead and nine wounded in 
one of them. The United States, meanwhile, is 
holding up a $60,000,000 grant in aid. 


Israeli officials assert drastic action was 
made necessary by continued Arab forays on 
its people, pointing out that its neighbers have 
refused to respect its existence and its bounda- 
ries since these were established in 1949. This 
hostile attitude, embracing even a continued 
Egyptian blockade of the Suez canal to keep 
freight from reaching Palestinian harbors, is all 
tog obvious; but it hardly provides an excuse 
for punitive action on the sole authority of the 
Israeli authorities. 

This ig a matter for the United Nations as is 
the Syrian-Israeli dispute over the drainage of 
the Huleh swamps. The question, of course, 
is how the U.N, can control the deep emotions 
and the flaring tempers at the eastern end of 
the Mediterranean. All the Arab nations just 
now seem determined to assert themselves 
stridently. They seem to feel that their neces- 
sary part in the defense of the Mediterranean 
gives them an opportunity to force their views 
on the Western powers, But they need the 
West as much as the West needs them. 

This fact should bring about a measure of 
reasonableness, provided that Israel also curbs 
its indignation and impatience. After all, little 
in that part of the world is going to be smoothed 
out by bloodshed. 
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More Support Than Hope 

The St. Lawrence seaway is favored by the 
Eisenhower Administration, the Republican Pol- 
icy Committee has given it a high priority, the 
National Security Council and the full Cabinet 
are in support of it—and “prospects for its ap- 
proval are uncertain.” So reports Joseph Han- 
lon of our Washington Bureau. 


This apparent paradox of unanimous support 
and uncertain outcome is a glaring example of 
the weakness of coalition government, It is a 
weakness that was apparent in a Democratic- 
controlled Congress in the Truman Administra- 
tion as well as now in a Republican-controlled 
Congress in the Eisenhower Administration. 

If either party had been able te command the 
following of its majority in Congress, United 
States participation in the St. Lawrence seaway 
would today be not an issue but a reality. The 
plan presently under consideration, offered by 
Senator Wiley of Wisconsin, is too limited in 
scope, but at least it is something, and something 
is better than nothing. . 

It is as unthinkable to let the United States’

role in the St. Lawrence development go by de- 
fault to another country as it would. be to 
leave to another country the development of the 
right bank of the Mississippi river. Congress 
may be getting its last opportunity to act. By 
all means let it shake off this strange and un- 
reasoning notion that a great American natural 
asset is sometimes no concern of ours. 
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Up to the Grand Jury 


And it shall be the duty of the judges sit- 
ting in general term at all times to so ar- 
range the dockets of said court that the trial 
and disposition of criminal cases and pro- 
ceedings shall have precedence over those 
of civil actions pending therein, and to that 
end they shall from time to time. assign as 
many judges of said court for the trial of 
criminal cases as may be necessary. 


These words come from Section 478,417 (3) _ 


of the Revised Statutes of Missouri, 1949, and 
they ought to be of interest to the St. Louis 
Circuit Court Grand Jury. The jury has been 
inquiring inte the serious overcrowding in City 
Jail, The principal suggestion it has received is 
to enlarge the public defender’s bureau. 

Overcrowding in the jail grows from two fac- 
tors. First, Circuit Attorney Dowd has declined 
to trade pleas of guilty for light sentences in 
order to clear the jail. This is all to the good. 
Second, the three trial divisions of the Circuit 
Court for Criminal Causes are unable to hear 
and dispose of cases fast enough to clear the 
jail ef those awaiting trial. 

In the light of these factors, how can the log- 
jam be cleared from’ the docket by merely en- 
larging the number of public defenders? This 
might well be necessary if more courtrooms 
were open, but under existing conditions it is 
obviously not the answer. The answer is to put 
more judges to work on the criminal docket. 

This is not only the law of the State of Mis- 
sourl, but it is the command of the United 
States Constitution, which requires that “the 
accused shall enjoy the right to a speedy and 
publie trial.” Surely this rule applies to those 
defendants who have been sitting in City Jail 
for weeks and even months awaiting their turn 
to come to trial. If the Grand Jury does not 
speak up, no one else is likely to.

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Mr, Liberman’s Fine Proposal 

City Counselor Liberman’s proposal that the 
transit utility be distinguished from healthy utili- 
ties for rate-making purposes appears as sensi- 
ble and fair as it is brilliant. 

If it can be made to stand up under the law, 
it may prove most useful in extricating St, Louis 
from a painfully contradictory situation. 

That situation is that while the city is li- 
censing a private company to supply the best 
mass transportation at the lowest price that will 
yield a fair profit, the company is supplying 
less and less service for fewer and fewer people 
at higher and higher prices. 

Mr. Liberman points out that there is a differ- 
ence between healthy utilities which are extend- 
ing their services to larger numbers of people 
every year, and a utility like the St. Louis Pub- 
lic Service Co., which is growing less useful to 
the community all the time. 

The city counselor proposes to take that sali- 
ent fact into account in rate-making. Public Serv- 
ice Co. neither can earn nor is entitled to earn 
as much as healthy, expanding utflities, he says, 

If Publie Service is permitted to go on mak- 
ing worse and worse failure more and more 
profitable, the eventual outcome, as Mr. Liber- 
man points out, will be the breakdown of the 
system, In the event ef breakdown the munici- 
pal government and the people of St. Louis will 
be left holding the bag. 

Mr. Liberman goes on to cite persuasive fig- 
ures in opposition to the new $1,500,000 fare rise 
which the utility is seeking. He shows that Pub- 
lic Service's net income in the 12 months ended 
in August was almost twice the net for the pre- 
ceding 12 months. 

More important, we believe, is the counselor's, 
showing that rates are made improperly when 
they give a utility a reward for less servite. 
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Help for Those Who Sold Out 

The hay relief program should be opened up 
to farmers who have already sold their herds 
but now want to replace them. This relaxation 
of Missouri's regulations governing the disposi- 
tion of subsidized hay is urged by five State 
Senators from Southwest Missouri, the part of 
the state worst stricken by the drouth. 

Letting these dairymen and beef-raisers in on 
the program is the part of fairness to them. 
They should not be penalized for the tardiness 
of the State and Federal Governments in get- 
ting round to their relief. Including them in the 
aid serves one of the major purposes of the pro- 
gram, which is to preserve the dairy and beef 
herds which are major Missouri industries. 

Time limits and other reasonable safeguards 
should he set up so that this privilege cannot be 
abused by those who are eligible, or used by 
those who should be ineligible. Within these 
boundaries, farmers who have been forced out 
of the cattle business by the drouth and want to 
get back into it should be treated on the same 
basis as those who have remained in the busi- 
ness since the start of the disaster. 
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What This Country Needs

Overloading the Mailman’s Bag _ Between Book Ends 


The Mirror -

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New postal regulation permits handbills to be crammed in mail 
boxes from which they had been barred, article points out; 
carriers will do work distributors paid to have done; ‘gimmick’ 
labeled subsidy and Post Office ‘medium of advertising.’

A new postal regulation, put out last 
month, which makes circular distribu- 
tors of mail cafriers, clutters the mail 
boxes with unwanted advertising cir- 
culars and delays the delivery of first- 
class mail, It has aroused a growing ava- 
lanche of. protest from all sections of 
the nation unprecedented in the annals 
of the postal services. 

Congressman John D. Dingle, Demo- 
crat, of Michigan, announced recently 
that he intends to demand a congres- 
sional investigation 
of this new gim- 
mick known as 
Regulation Order 
No. 5337, Insert 
No. 702, which dis- 
criminateg specific- 
ally in favor of 
hand bill publishers 
and distributors. 
Dingell pointed out 
that before the new 
regulation was is- 
sued urder myste- 
rious circu m- 
stances, it was a vi- 
olation of postal Arthur E. Summerfield 
regulations for bill 
distributors to put their circulars in 
mail boxes. 

“Now,” Dingell said, “the Goevern- 
ment is going to make its own employes 
do it, and in unlimited volume.” 

He questioned the statements by 
Washington, D.C., postal authorities 
that the new rule was adopted for eco- 
nomical reasons. 

“I just can’t see how they are going 
to eut down the Post Office deficit by 
increasing the volume of mail,” Dingell 
said. “I intend to find out whether such 
advertisers are going to pay their awn 
way or be subsidized by the Govern- 
ment.” 


Postmaster General Arthur E. Sum- 
merfield, to whom strong protests were 
directed, said that “this ig the first I 
have heard about any serious objec- 
tions. However, I will review any com- 
plaints that have been made toe me.” 

The regulation permits advertisers 
to flood the mails with unaddressed cir- 
culars, thus eliminating the cost of com- 
piling mailing lists and addressing en- 
velopes. 

When the scheme was put into effect 


last month, it brought forth strong 


protest by the AFL Mailers union and 
many firms engaged in direct mailing 


and house to house circular distribut- 
ing. They porated out that this program 
would make a circular distributor of 
the already overworked mail carrier 
and would further delay the delivery 
of first-class mail. 


Moreover, it would eliminate the 
jabs of thousands of employes of firms 
engaged in the direct mailing business, 
and it was estimated that the jobs of 
some 70,000 union members who ad- 
dress and fold circulars would be jeop- 
ardized by the new procedure, 

Besides the circular printers, the 
method of distribution would provide 
a cheap way for politicians to distribute 
their circulars around election time. It 
is thought that the last-named benefit 
was largely instrumental in the adop- 
tion of a program which the postal 
authorities have generally strongly op- 
posed. 

At its recent convention, the AFL 
adopted a resolution sponsored by the 
AFL Typographical Union of which the 
Mailers are an affiliate, and the AFL 
International Stereotypers & Electro- 
typers Union, denouncing the order and 
ealling upon Postmaster General Sum- 
merfield to rescind it. 


Householders throughout the coun- 
try are becoming more and more irri- 
tated as the recent rising flood of un- 
wanted circulars continues to cram their 
mail boxes, 

However, because the postal laws re-

As it stands, the sole beneficiaries 
are the circular printers and distribu- 
tors who are, in effect, highly subsi- 
dized and given an unfair advantage 
over the long established direct mail 
firms and house to house distributors 
who employ union members.

Miracles, musie and metropolitan 
life, particularly that of Broadway, are 
the chief ingredients of this second 
novel of Russell Janney, of “Vagabond 
King” fame. If the book has a single 
theme or message, it ig that the day of 
miracles is not. over. 

Mr. Janney out-Walpoles the Gothic 
novelist of the eighteenth century. For 
in this latter-day tale, a Gethie statue 
of the Virgin in the Cloisters in New 
York City reacts so noticeably to the 
ups-and-downs ef the characters that 
her museum guard can tell whether 
prosperity or tragedy is in the offing 
for his friends the hero and heroine. 
Add to this the more-than-suggestieon 
that the heroine, a Polish girl named 
Olga Lasenka, is the reincarnation of 
the twelfth-century maid who posed for 
the stone image, 
and you have a per- 
formance that 
makes the legend 
of “Brigadoon” 
seem, by compari- 
son, the sheerest 
reality. 

There is mueh 
that is absorbing 
and much that is 
good in the book. 
The juxtaposition 
of seemingly incon- 
gruous elements of 
action, setting’ and 
character, and the 
establishment of 
(usually logical) 
relationships between them, peak 
an extraordinary imagination. 

Mr. Janney’s genuine interest in and 
wide knowledge of serious music is an 
outstanding feature of the book. His 
satiric attacks upon insineerities in pop- 
ular ballads and hit tunes and upon 
dishonesties in the paid elaque at the 
opera and in “fixed” concerts at Town 
Hall are agreeable comments by a man 
who has known the musie world pro- 
fessionally for more than a generation. 

One cannot, however, overlook defi- 
ciencies in both styie and subject mat- 
ter. The style seems from the first 
self-conscious; the author obtrudes too 
often as “this reporter.” The pace of 
the novel is too leisurely. It eould do 
with much pruning, even despite the 
telegraphic shortcuts sometimes em- 
ployed to bring in tangegtial matters. 

The use of anachronisms, coincidence 
and religious propaganda will annoy 
some readers. And then there is the 
inexplicable appearance of a twelfth- 
century knight-abbot protecting the vir- 
tue of a modern chorine in the alley 
of a Boston theater by breaking the 
jaws of Harvard roisterers. 


Never do the characters come very 
close to the heart of the reader; one 
does, not succeed in. getting “inside” 
them, Perhaps Mr. Janney’s choice of 
a point of view is to blame. 


While tending to identify himself 
with the central character, 8, J. Halka, 
he sometimes adopts the device of the 
omnipresent author, sometimes that of 
the objective reporter. None of these 
angles of approach becomes the perfeet 
transparency it should be. 

A strange admixture of fantasy and 
realism, medievalism and modernism, 
satire and supernaturalism is this tale 
of the humanity of musicians, pro- 
ducers, bakers, priests, Knights Tem- 
plar, seamen and night-club operators 
—not to mention statues and ghosts.

It is bad form to gargle when 
you say “Van Gogh.” For Eng- 
lish-speaking persons, the best 
pronunciation of the great Dutch 
artist's name is one that, in 
vowel quality and inflection, par- 
allels the last two words of this 
question: 

“Where did Dan go?” 


City Art Museum officials | 


made this suggestion today as 
attendance at the Vincent Van 
Gogh centennial show, now in its 
sixth day, soared over the 13,000 
mark and as almost every other 
visitor seemed to want to know 
how to pronounce the exhibitor’s 
name. Yesterday's crowd num- 
bered 1694 persons. 

Efforts of gaflery-goers here 
to utter authentic Dutch sounds 
have produced variants quite 
rich and strange. “Van Hock” 
was reported by Miss Agnes 
Gray, the museum’s assistant 
secretary; “Van Gosh,” by Perry 
T. Rathbone, director of the mu- 
seum. 

Properly, Dutch is pronounced 
deep in the throat, dictionaries 
point out. Reference books ex- 
plain that gutturals in such a 
name as “Van Gogh” can be 
simulated by an English-speak- 
ing person who, while clearing 
his throat, emits the sound of 
“h” with a vibratory exhalation 
which begins between the epi- 
glottis and the soft palate and 
eventually reaches the roof of 
the mouth. 

When such true native pro- 
nunciation proves difficult for 


| the average speaker of English, a 
/name like “Van Gogh” is angli- 
_cized, writes G. E. Kaltenbach, 
,museum registrar at the Art In- 
stitute, Chicago, author of a dic- 
tionary on pronunciation of art- 
ists’ names. The new Harry 
Abrams pocket book of Van 
Gogh reproductions says directly 
that the name is anglicized as 
“Van Goh.” 

“Such rulings,” Rathbone said, 
“just underscore the fact that 
Van Gogh now belongs to every- 
body. Household words have to 
be easily pronounceable.” 

Directors of five museums 
have written to Rathbone ask- 
ing for spring and summer 
bookings of the exhibition, which 
is lent by The Netherlands Gov- 


ernment. Cities seeking the 
show are Dallas, Seattle, Los 
Angeles, Minneapolis and 
Buffalo. 


Rathbone has replied that 
costs are staggering, adding that 
The Netherlands Government 
would naturally be loath to 
part with its great art treasures 
during the European tourist 
season. 

The $7,000,000 collection will 
remain here through Nov. 30 be- 
fore visiting Philadelphia and 
Toledo. Tonight and every 
Thursday and Monday night for 
the duration of the showing 
here, the museum will stay open 
until 9:30 o’clock. On every day 
of the week, the museum will 
open at 10 am, On the five 
other days it will close at 5 p.m.

NATURAL STORY 
MUSEUM PROPOSED 


$3,500,000 Unit Would Be 
Part of a Cultural Cen- 
ter in Park. 


Construction of a $3,500,000 
museum of natural history, as 
the first part of a proposed cul- 
tural center near Forest Park, 
was urged last night by Strat- 
ford Lee Morton, president of 


the St. Louis Academy of Sci- 
ence, 

Addressing the society's an- 
nual dinner meeting at the Uni- 
versity Club, he said St. Louis 
is one of the few large cities 
in the country without such a 
museum. 

A citizens’ committee will be 
formed by Jan. 1 to raise funds 
for the first unit of the museum, 
a zoological section costing an 
estimated $250,000, Morton said. 
The society may seek to include 
the museum project in the city 
bond issue being considered by 
Civic Progress, Inc., he added. 
“Several sites in the vicinity 
of Forest Park have been sug- 
gested, and preliminary plans 
have been drawn,” Morton said. 
Some pledges of financial sup- 
port have already been received, 
he reported. 

Large Cultural Center. 
“The museum ultimately could 
form part of a large cultural 
center including a planetarium, 
an exhibit of applied sciences, 
a symphony hall and an aqua- 
rium, all of which have been 
suggested,” Morton said. 
Present plans call for the so- 
ciety to administer the museum, 
“which will emphasize exhibits 
of flora and fauna found in the 
Ozark and Mississippi river 
area,” he reported. 


Public support for the project 


be asked to donate the land 
under a type of partnership ar- 
rangement in use in other locali- 
ties, the president said. “The 
society’s constitution permits the 
possibility of a mill tax to sup- 
port the museum,” he pointed 
out. / 


It is hoped to complete the 
zoological section of the mu- 
seum by 1956, the 100th anni- 
versary of the society, Morton 
told the meeting. For this rea- 
son, initial goal of the fund- 
raising drive will be the $250,- 
000 necessary for this part of 
the project, he said. 

Two African Life Exhibits. 
The zoological unit will house 
two large exhibits of African 
animal life presented to the 
society last night by Mr. and 
Mrs. Mahlon B. Wallace. A 
model of one of the exhibits 
was shown at the meeting. 

It depicts a group of antelope 
and zebra at a waterhole in 
South Africa. When completed, 
the life-size exhibit will be 
about 40 feet long, Morton said. 
The other exhibit shows three 
lions in natural settings. 
Wallace, board chairman of 
Wallace Pencil Co., and his wife 
shot the animals on a recent 
safari in South Africa. The ex- 
hibits are not being prepared by 
a taxidermist. 

Citing the need for the 
natural history museum, Mor- 
ton said the society’s present 
museum at 4642 Lindell boule- 
vard “is far too small for all our 
exhibits and is located in a con- 
verted residence which is not 
fireproof.” _

Nobel Medical Prize to Harvard

STOCKHOLM, Oct. 22 (AP)— 
A Harvard University scientist 


and a Gemwnan-born British pro- 
fessor jointly won the 1953 No- 
bel prize for medicine and phy- 
siology today for their discovery 
of fundamental life mechanisms 
inside human cells. 

The honor went to Dr. Fritz 


Albert Lipmann, 54 years old, 
professor of biochemistry at 


Harvard Medical School, Cam- 
bridge, Mass., and Dr. Hans 
Adolph Krebs, 53, professor of 
biochemistry at Britain’s Shef- 
field University. 

They will share the $33,840 
prize money. 

Dr. Lipmann gained the dis- 
tinction through his discovery of 
co-enzyme “A,” an organic sub-

process. Dr. Krebs was cited for 
his explanation of how food be- 
comes energy in living tissue. 


The two developments are 
closely related. 

Practical Importance Likely. 

Both achievements were de- 
scribed by Dr. Goran Lilje- 
strand, secretary of the Medical 
Nobel Committee, as being “of 
the utmost theoretical signifi- 
cance and very likely to have 
great practical importance in un- 
derstanding diseases and similar 
disturbances.” 

The award was the forty- 
fourth made by Stockholm’s 
Caroline Institute of Medicine 
under the will of thel ate Alfred 
Nobel, inventor of dynamite, 
who died in 1896. 

The will established similar 
annual prizes for outstanding 
work in literature, physics, 
chemistry and toward world 
peace. The literature prize this 
year already has been awarded 
to British Prime Minister Sir 
Winston Churchill. The other 
awards are still to be announced. 

Both medicine winners are na- 
tives of Germany, but have be- 
come citizens of their adopted 
countries. Dr. Lippmann was 
born in Koenigsberg and studied 
at the University of Berlin. He

The Lipmann-discov- 
ered co-enzyme “A” is one of 
the most important of these 
“whips.” 

In the body, this co-enzyme 
drives certain vital foods such 
as fatty acids, carbohydrates and 
stereols Into the biological chem- 
ical plant Krebs has found oper- 
ating inside the cells. 

The explanation of this metab- 
olism power plant, which won 
the prize for the British scien- 
tist, is known among biochemists 
as the “Krebs cycle” or the “‘cit- 
ric acid cycle.” 

Generation of Energy. 

His work offers what members 
of the Nobel committee called a 
“brilliant and ingenious” de- 
scription of how energy is gen- 
erated in a living cell through 
the participation of a series of 
chemicals. These are trans- 
formed continuously one into 
the other, each change releasing 
new energy. 

Part of this process has been 
known to scientists for a long 
time, but Krebs is credited with 
having completed the _ cycle, 
which in his view is the turning 
— wheel of life inside the 
cell. 

His theory has been receiv- 
ing considerable attention lately 
in fundamental research on a 
number of diseases, including 
cancer.

Back From Europe. 


But while the steps to be tak- 
en are big ones and far from 
easy the direction is already 
evident. Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles in his American 
Legion speech in St. Louis said 
that if the war in Indochina 
was enlarged with the entry of 
numbers of Communist Chinese 
troops, this Government would 
be prepared to use any weapons 
to stop that aggression. 


The goal is to reduce the 
fixed commitments in various 
corners of the world that are so 
costly. Secretary Wilson has said 
that the Defense Department is 
considering bringing back from 
Europe from one to three of the 
six divisions now stationed there. 
Eventually four or five of these 
divisions will be brought back. 


The number of air groups in 
Europe will be cut down and air 
bases put on a caretaker basis. 


Plate Glass Theory. 


This will not all be done at 
once. It will certainly not be 
done while the question of Ger- 
man support for a European 
army and the ratification of the 
European Defense Community 
hangs in the air. 


But top policy-makers, includ- 
‘ing the Joint Chiefs, are con- 
'cluding that American taxes and 
American opinion will not for- 
ever support such far-flung 
commitments. And they feel, 
tuo, that much smaller forces 
will serve the same purpose—to 
deter Communist Russia from 
attacking. 


This has been called the plate 
glass theory of defense. You 
leave a plate glass window which 
would not stop a brick to say 
nothing of a tank. But the 
‘enemy that shatters that win- 
dow gets a destructive retalia- 
tory blow. And it follows, if one 
accepts the plate glass theory, 
that greater concentration must 
be put on the retaliatory strike.

STUTTGART, Oct. 22 (AP)— 
‘Emphasis on atomic warfare 


training for United States troops 


in Germany will be increased 
in keeping with developments in 
the United States, Lt. Gen. An- 
thony C. McAuliffe, new United 
States Seventh Army comman- 
der, said today. 


Gen. McAuliffe, who startled 
a German commander with his 
historic reply, “Nvis,” when 
asked to surrender at Bastogne 
in World War II, succeeded Gen. 
William Hoge as commander of 
the Seventh. Hoge is row chief 
of the European command. 


McAuliffe, who was an dob- 
server at the Bikini atom bomb 
tests, said: 

“We plan to broaden the 
atomic training program and 
will increase emphasis and mod- 
ify according to information re- 
ceived from actual firing of 
atomic weapons in the United 
States. I am satisfied that from 
all data on tactical principles, 
information has been obtained 
for greater defense from an 
atomic attack.” 

There has been some atomic 
defense training among United 
States and Allied troops in Eu- 
rope, most recently during fall 
maneuvers. In these cases men 
have been subjected to simu- 
lated A-bomb attacks. 

Gen. McAuliffe did not go 
into details concerning increased 
atomic warfare training, indi- 
cating .that it would progress 
along with information obtained 
in tests at home. 

He said that the assignment 
of six atomic cannons to Ger- 
many gives artillery ‘“a_ tre- 
mendous additional wallop.”

GEN. DEAN THINKS 
HE SAW RUSSIANS 
IN NORTH KOREA 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 (UP) 
—Major Gen. William F. Dean 
said today that while he was a 
Korean war prisoner he saw 
what he believes were Russians 
directing anti-aircraft and other 
operations behind the Commu- 
nist lines. 


Dean told a news conference 
he could not say definitely that 
they were Russigns.

Under the new plan all facil- 
ities will belong to the entire 
district and there is no reason 
for one area to pay special 
charges to another area, the re- 
search consultant said.

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of bombing—a woman without 
a leg; another with but one eye; 
and still others without arms. 

5. If you want a thrill, go by 
plane. You won’t be sure when 
you will take off or arrive, but 
you'll be awfully happy to get 
there when you do—early or 
late. 

When we left Moscow airport 
at 5:30 a.m. we were told we 
would arrive in Stalingrad at 
11:30 a.m. I didn’t believe it 
would take six hours, but the 
Soviet attendant insisted that it 
would. 

Three hours after the take-off 
on what was to be a non-stop 
flight, the plane started down 
and we feared that this was a 
forced landing. We landed safe- 
ly, and all the other passengers 
left the plane. When the pilot, 
too, started out we asked if he 
could tell us where we were. 

“Stalingrad,” he replied. 

Wonderful Surprise. 

It was a wonderful surprise. 
Three hours of hedge-hopping 
and skimming over trees was 
enough excitement for one day. 

Don’t be alarmed if you smell 
smoke or see oil leaking from 
the engine while in flight. It 
doesn’t necessarily mean that 
the plane is on fire or is about 
to blow up. While flying from 
Astrakhan to Baku, we smelled 
smoke which didn’t come from 
any cigarettes and we noticed oil 
which dripped profusely from 
the engine. We looked down at 
the Caspian sea and shuddered. 
But everything turned out all 
right and the pilot managed to 
miss every one of the oil well 
derricks as we came into Baku. 

6. Don’t expect any Soviet 
ship to leave at any given hour 
or day and schedule a full pro- 
gram of activities to fill the in- 
evitable delay. 

In Leningrad, where I dis- 
covered I had to allow for a 
delay up to four days for the de- 
parture of the Belo Ostrov for 
London, I did the conventional 
tour of the Czar’s beautiful 
palaces and then managed to 
arrange an interesting visit to 
what is called a “Birth House.” 

I was taken into a large ward 
where about 50 expectant moth- 
ers were lying in bed. waiting. 
As each one’s time drew near 
she was wheeled into another 
ward. When I entered it, I saw 
five women in labor. Then I 
noticed one woman take a deep 
breath and in the next instant 


the baby was born, crying Iusti- 


ly. The others did the same 
until all five were delivered. 
Though the entire procedure 
seemed like an assembly line 
operation, I was struck by the 
fact that everything was so quiet 
and peaceful, with hardly a mur- 
mur from the mothers. I asked 
the woman superintendent how 
| it was possible for them to have 


their babies In such complete 
silence and he explained that 
expectant. mothers were given 
lectures months before birth to 
train them in what she called a 
“new method.” 

Room Changes Frequent. 

7. Don’t be upset if you have 
to change hotel rooms every day 
or two. It sometimes is neces- 
sary even in the best Soviet 
hotels. In Kiev I had to change 
rooms four times before finding 
one in which the plumbing did 
not leak. 

8. Don't be surprised, as I was, 
upon my return to the National 
Hotel in Moscow one day, to see 
the maids going through the 
desk, wardrobe and pockets of 
clothing in one of the rooms 
without taking the precaution of 
closing the door completely. 
They are not stealing anything. 
They’re just curious to see what 
you happen to have. And don't 


feel there is any intended of- 
fense or discrimination in this 
matter. All foreign guésts are 
treated alike. 

9. Finally, be prepared for 
anything.

A federal charge was dismissed 
because of his service in Korea. 
Found in uniform a third time, 


admitted he had

“Everybody working inside or 
with the “United Nations,” he 
said, “also carries the responsi- 
bility for making it a multi- 
lateral diplomatic instrument 
transcending nationalism and bi- 
lateralism, in the approach to 
political problems.” 


The Secretary General’s com- 
ments were the latest phase in 
a series of efforts he has made 
since taking office last year, to 
counter the effects of the United 
States investigations of the loy- 
alty of its nationals at the U.N. 


What Hammarskjold ‘has 
sought to do is to find a mid- 
dle ground between the pres- 
sures which these investigations 
have caused, and the integrity 
and obligations of his staff.

ATOM PERIL ‘DEFINITE

Comment of Adm. Carney 
on Russian Bombing 
Capacity.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 (AP) 
Adm. Robert Carney, Navy 
member of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, said today the Soviet 
atomic menace is “definite but 
not imminent.” 

He made that comment in re- 
plying to questions at a National 

ress Club luncheon. The Ad- 
miral was asked whether he 
thought the Russians have the 
capability of producing hydro- 
gen weapons. 

“If we can do it, there is no 


reason to believe the Soviets 
can’t do it,” Carney replied. 

Carney emphasized the grow- 
ing menace of the Russian navel 
forces, including the submarine 
fleet. He mentioned that the 
United States now has developed 
a method of firing guided mis- 
siles from submarines and said, 
again, that if Americans can do 
it the Russians must be pre- 
sumed to have the same ability. 

He said the “possibilities of 
submarines are unfolding s0 
fast that it is almost impossible 
to keep track of them.” 

At another point, Carney said 
he has recommended the build- 
ing, or at least designing, of still 
more atomic submarines. Two 
nuclear-powered submarines are 
being built and a third one is 
projected. 

In discussing the Joint Chiefs’ 
“new look” into the military and 
international situation and plan- 
ning for future moves, Carney 
said: 

“We always are dependent on 
what the aggressors’ actions are 
going to be and we have been 


wrong so damn many times that 
we cannot gear our concept to 
anything that isn’t flexible.” 

In his discussion, Carney sug- 
gested that the huge, 45,000-ton 
battleships like the Missouri 
may eventually become guided 
missle ships. He said the hulls 
of the 45,000-tonners were more 
powerful than ‘any ship alive.”

Miss Bentley said her Red 
espionage contacts in New York 
directed her to transmit orders 
here to Nathan Gregory Silver- 
master and William Ludwig Ull- 
man. She identified them as 
chief and assistant chief of the 
“Silvermaster ring” of spies. 

Silvermaster and Ullman were 
to “put pressure on” White to 
obtain samples of the currency, 
she said. 

Miss Bentley said Ullman gave 
her the samples in Silvermas- 
ter’s home. Later she said she 
was instructed to tell them to 
exert “additional pressure” to 
get the plates turned over to 
Russia. 

Silvermaster and Ullman both 
refused on constitutional 
grounds to discuss Miss Bent- 
ley’s testimony or say whether 
they were Communists or spies 
at the time.

HE one word that constantly up in

LITTLE DID HE KNOW how right he would 
be. The typical Finnish sauna is a single-room 
log building with stones on the top of an un- 
covered furnace. When the sauna is heated 
the smoke is not let out but allowed to circulate 
around the room, heating the ceiling, the walls 
and the benches. Hence, if a man sits in such a 
room for any length of time he must produce 
either blood, sweat or tears. 

Every hotel in Finland has a sauna, and there 
is nothing more pleasing for a foreigner than 
to tell the room clerk to prepare one for him 
at the end of a hard sightseeing day. Usually, 
if you time it right, a sauna can take the place 
of the cocktail hour, and the price, we’re happy 
to add, is no higher than the price of a dry 
martini.

WE HAD EXTRAORDINARY LUCK the day 
we decided to take one at the Hotel Vakunna 
in Helsinki. We were given for an attendant 
the very same woman who had given a sauna 
to movie actor Gregory Peck when he paid a visit 
to Helsinki last year. Her name was Leena, 
and when it was revealed in the newspapers 
that she had given Peck a Finnish bath, she be- 
came the most sought-after sauna attendant in 
all of Finland. Next to meeting Jean Sibelius 
there is no greater honor in Finland than to be 
given a bath by Leena of the Vakunna.

Fried Eggplant That's Fit to Eat [ormenccon- 


Try ‘Ozark Mushroom’ Recipe — The Finished Product Is Out of This World 


By Hoyt Alden 


F all dishes, as I may have 

said before, one of the hard- 

est to handle properly is 
fried eggplant. Of course, 
eggplant means different things 
to different people. To some 
people it means eggplant cut fn. 


manner of 
toes. When well done they are 
pretty good that way, but it still 
isn't fried eggplant in the strict- 
est sense of the word. 


To others, fried eggplant 
mean round slices of cansleal. 
fried plain, like pancakes, and 
they too, fall pretty far short of 
the mark. To the Little Woman 
fried eggplant means of 
eggplant tossed into a hot skillet 
and fried until burned good and 
black on the outside while still 
half raw on the inside. Then 
she turns up her nose and says, 
“for the life of me, I can’t see 
why anyone likes that stuff; I 
sure can't see anything good 
about it.” 


Now and then one comes fried 
eggplant which is all it should 
be. Brown and crisp and hot 
on the outside, tender and filled 
with flavor on the inside, each 
bit melting: in your mouth and 
calling for more. That's the kind 
of fried eggplant I encountered 
not long ago at a roadside eating 
place in the Ozarks called Wurz- 
burgers, which is on U.S. High- 
way 66 some 40 miles southwest 
of St. Louis. After I had eaten 
so many of the big, round, hot, 
crisp, beautiful slices that I was 
beginning to feel embarrassed, 
I asked for the recipe. 


Mrs. Wurzburger, a kindly 
gray-haired woman with a well- 
earned reputation for cooking, 
told me that the eggplant was 
becoming famous under the 
name of “Ozark mushrooms.” A 
reguiar patron of the place 
started calling them that, and 
the name spread. Now every- 
one asks for Ozark mushrooms. 


For a long time there has 
been a debate among chefs as 
to whether eggplant has to be 
weighted down to drain before 
it is cooked. The theory is that 
the juice which oozes out is 
bitter, and without it the egg- 
plant will taste better. There 
are other cooks, and good ones, 
who say this is an old idea, 
based upon nothing. 

I won't take sides, but Mrs. 
Wurzburger, who fries the best 
eggplant I ever set a lip to, is

a weighter-downer. She does it 
like this: Peel the eggplant and 
slice it in round slices, not too 
thin. About as thick as a dollar 
watch of pre-inflation days. Salt 
all the slices lightly and then 
stack them up and set them in 
a bowl and put a plate on top 
of them and then weight them 
down with something like a 
flatiron. Leave them for an 
hour or so. 

Now, when you're ready to 
fry, beat up a couple of eggs and 
roll out a mess of cracker 
crumbs real fine. Dip the slices 
in the egg first, then in the 
cracker crumbs, then in the egg 
again and ‘then in the cracker 
crumbs again. Fry them in a 
pretty big, heavy skillet which 
is filled about half full of grease 
which is a half-and-half mix- 
ture of butter and lard. When 
they’re golden brown take them 


out and drain them momentarily 
on paper. But not too long. 
They want to be piping hot 
when eaten.

They should be 
trimmed down leaving about two 
inches of the green part at- 
tached to the white. Cut this in 
one-inch pieces. Add also either 
a half-cup of rice or six peeled 
and diced potatoes. Take your 
choice. Wonderful either way. 
Turn up the heat and cook 
briskly for 20 minutes, or until 
potatoes or rice are tender. 
Meanwhile, take the skin and 
bones from the cooked chicken 
and cut the meat up into good- 
sized hunks. Put it back in the 
liquor, taste it all for seasoning, 
heat it well and it's ready. :

Alumni Group Incorporating to ‘Give Back to Scouting Something That We Got Out of It'

Y the time a boy has become 

an Eagle Scout, he has a 

right to feel a proud sense 
of achievement, He has passed 
through the stages of tenderfoot, 
second class, and first class 
Scout. He has successfully sur- 
mounted tests for 21 merit 
badges, representing proficiency 
in numerous specialized skills. 
And he has the knowledge that 
approximately only one out of 
100 Boy Scouts reach this exalt- 
ed rank in Scouting. 


Very often he feels something 
else, a sense of obligation to the 
organization from which he 
learned so much. It was just 
such a feeling which led half a 
dozen former Eagle Scouts to 
band together in a kind of 
alumni organization dedicated to 
helping Scouting. Now grown‘to 
180 members, this group will be 
incorporated} tomorrow, into the 
Eagle Scout Association of St. 
Louis Council, Boy Scouts of 
America. 


“This organization is our at- 
tempt to give back to Scouting 
something that we got out of it,” 
Jerome M. Steiner, secretary of 
the association, describes it. “We 
give our time and_ efforts 
wherever we can to help the 
cause of Scouting in this area.” 

The assistance of these 
Eagles-grown-up takes many 
forms. They may go out on an 
overnight hike or conduct a 
campaign, help a tenderfoot tie 
a knot or furnish a speaker for 
a stated occasion. 


One of the regular projects 
the group has conducted is the 
swimming program, held in co- 
operation with the Meramec 
River Patrol, at the Armory 
Building.

Fix It Yourself

Bulging Plaster. 


N AWFUL lot of nails go 

into the average house and 

they are all pretty important 
little items. Just think, for ex- 
ample, what happens when one 
of the nails holding the lath to 
which the plaster is applied pulls 
out or rusts away. What hap- 
pens in a good many cases is 
that a section of the plastered 
wall or ceiling bulges out and 
this makes a home owner most 
unhappy. 

In some cases the only thing 
to do about this situation is to 
remove the plaster from the 
bulge and renail the wood lath 
into place using non-corrosive 
lath nails. In many instances, 
however, it’s possible to repair 
the damage without having to 
make too much of a mess out of 
things. 

What you do is first locate 
the position of the wall studding 
by gently pounding on the wall. 
When you've located a_ stud, 
gently push against the bulge to 
force the lath and the plaster 
back into place. Once the bulge 
has been flattened out, keep it 
that way by running wood screws 
through the plaster and the lath 
into the wall studding. You may 
need several screws to do the 
job and they should be about 
114 inches long and they should 
have flat heads. 

Once this has been done you 
ean touch up any cracks in the 
plaster with patching plaster.

Even if all your 
children are girls, you enroll 
them in the Girl Scouts. And 
you find you want to do some- 
thing for the organization.”

The hand virtually played 
itself, and declarer did not need 
any extraordinary luck to take 
11 tricks. The perennial argu- 
ment was then launched—who 
was to blame for missing the 
game, North or South? 

North’s position was that he 
could not conceivably give a 
jump raise in hearts, after South 
had mentioned the suit, with so 
few high cards in his hands. He 
pointed out that South would 
have looked to him for many 
more aces and kings if he had 
jump-raised, and might have 
contracted for a hopeless slam. 
South, for his part, pointed to 
his own slim holding of two 
kings and the worthless club 
jack, and insisted that surely 
he had done his full duty, and 
perhaps a little more besides, 
when he showed both suits. 

A half-dozen other experts 
watching the hand split up fair- 
ly evenly into two camps, but 
the whole argument seems some- 
what unrealistic to this observer. 
Granting that there was some 
risk in North’s jumping from 
two to four hearts with such a 
meagre high-card holding, the 
fact remains (it would seem) that 
North’s distribution demanded 
that game be reachéd, and so 
perhaps he should have insured 
this end without worrying too 
much about the slam picture. 
After all, South did not need 
a particulerly strong hand to 
make six hearts, if he chose to 
bid it.

Fried Eggplant That's Fit to Eat [ormercoo- 


Try ‘Ozark Mushroom’ Recipe —The Finished Product Is Out of This World 


By Hoyt Alden 


F all dishes, as I may have 

said before, one of the hard- 

est ‘to handle tng Be 
fried eggplant. Of course, 
eggplant means different things 
to different people. To some 
people it means eggplant cut fn 


strips and French fried, in the 


manner of French fried pota- 
toes. When well done they are 
pretty good that way, but it still 
isn’t fried eggplant in the strict- 
est sense of the word. 


To others, fried eggplant may 
mean round slices of eggplant, 
fried plain, like pancakes, and 
they too, fall pretty far short of 
the mark. To the Little Woman 
fried eggplant means slices of 
eggplant tossed into a hot skillet 
and fried until burned and 
black on the outside while still 
half raw on the inside. Then 
she turns up her nose and says, 
“for the life of me, I can't see 
why anyone likes that stuff; I 
sure can’t see anything good 
about it.” 


Now and then one comes fried 
eggplant which is all it should 
be. Brown and crisp and hot 
on the outside, tender and filled 
with flavor on the 
bit melting: in your mouth and 
calling for more. That’s the kind 
of fried eggplant I encountered 
not long ago at a roadside eating 

lace in the Ozarks called Wurz- 

urgers, which is on U.S. High- 
way 66 some 40 miles southwest 
of St. Louis. After I had eaten 
so many of the big, round, hot, 
crisp, beautiful slices that I was 
beginning to feel embarrassed, 
I asked for the recipe. 


Mrs. Wurzburger, a kindly 
gray-haired woman with a well- 
earned reputation for cooking, 
told me that the eggplant was 
becoming famous under the 
name of “Ozark mushrooms.” A 
regular patron of the place 
started calling them that, and 
the name spread. Now every- 
one asks for Ozark mushrooms. 


For a long time there has 
been a debate among chefs as 
to whether eggplant has to be 
weighted down to drain before 
it is cooked. The theory is that 
the juice which oozes out is 
bitter, and without it the egg- 
plant will taste better. There 
are other cooks, and good ones, 
who say this is an old idea, 
based upon nothing. 

I won't take sides, but Mrs. 
Wurzburger, who fries the best 
eggplant I ever set a lip to, is

a weighter-downer. She does it 
like this: Peel the eggplant and 
slice it in round slices, not too 
thin. About as thick as a dollar 
watch of pre-inflation days. Salt 
all the slices lightly and then 
stack them up and set them in 
a bowl and put a plate on top 
of them and then weight them 


down with something like a 
flatiron. Leave them for an 
hour or s0. 


Now, when you're ready to 
fry, beat up a couple of eggs and 
roll out a mess of cracker 
crumbs real fine. Dip the slices 
in the egg first, then in the 
cracker crumbs, then in the egg 
again and then in the cracker 
crumbs again. Fry them in a 
pretty big, heavy skillet which 
is filled about half full of grease 
which is a half-and-half mix- 
ture of butter and lard. When 
they're golden brown take them 


out and drain them momentarily 


on paper. But not too long. 
They want to be piping hot 
when eaten.

Add salt to taste 
after the first hour of cooking. 

Now take out the meat and 
add the leeks, They should be 
trimmed down leaving about two 
inches of the green part at- 
tached to the white. Cut this in 
one-inch pieces. Add also either 
a half-cup of rice or six peeled 
and diced potatoes. Take your 
choice. Wonderful either way. 
Turn up the heat and cook 
briskly for 20 minutes, or until 
potatoes or rice are tender. 
Meanwhile, take the skin and 
bones from the cooked chicken 
and cut the meat up into good- 
sized hunks. Put it back in the 
liquor, taste it all for seasoning, 
heat it well and it’s ready. :

Ex-Eagle Scouts Lend Boys a Hand 


Alumni Group Incorporating to 'Give Back to Scouting Something That We Got Out of It'

Y the time a boy has become 

an Eagle Scout, he has a 

right to feel a proud sense 
of achievement. He has passed 
through the stages of tenderfoot, 
second class, and first class 
Scout. He has successfully sur- 
mounted tests for 21 merit 
badges, representing proficiency 
in numerous specialized skills. 
And he has the knowledge that 
approximately only one out of 
100 Boy Scouts reach this exalt- 
ed rank in Scouting. 


Very often he feels something 
else, a sense of obligation to the 
organization from which he 
learned so much. It was just 
such a feeling which led half a 
dozen former Eagle Scouts to 
band together in a kind of 
alumni organization dedicated to 
helping Scouting. Now grown ‘to 
180 members, this group will be 
incorporated; tomorrow, into the 
Eagle Scout Association of St. 
Louis Council, Boy Scouts of 
America. 


“This organization is our at- 
tempt to give back to Scouting 
something that we got out of it,” 
Jerome M. Steiner, secretary of 
the association, describes it. “We 
give our time and_ efforts 
wherever we can to help the 
cause of Scouting in this area.” 

The assistance of these 
Eagles-grown-up takes many 
forms. They may go out on an 
overnight hike or conduct a 
campaign, help a tenderfoot tie 
a knot or furnish a speaker for 
a stated occasion. 


One of the regular projects 
the group has conducted is the 
swimming program, held in co- 
operation with the Meramec 
River Patrol, at the Armory 
Building. Its aim is to help 
young Scouts meet their swim- 
ming requirements during the 
winter time when most of them 
would not have access to swim- 
ming facilities. 
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N addition, they assist the St.

“appraise’* and “apprise,” let 
us, first of all, define them. To 
“appraise” is to evaluate, to 
estimate th: worth of something.

“Apprise,” on the other hand, 
means to inform. You are ap- 
prised of a certain event, which 
means you are given notice, or 
informed. :

Fix It Yourself

Bulging Plaster. 


N AWFUL lot of nails go 

into the average house and 

they are all pretty important 
little items. Just think, for ex- 
ample, what happens when one 
of the nails holding the lath to 
which the plaster is applied pulls 
out or rusts away. What hap- 
pens in a good many cases is 
that a section of the plastered 
wall or ceiling bulges out and 
this makes a home owner most 
unhappy. 

In some cases the only thing 
to do about this situation is to 
remove the plaster from the 
bulge and renail the wood lath 
into place using non-corrosive 
lath nails. In many instances, 
however, it’s possible to repair 
the damage without having to 
make too much of a mess out of 
things. 

What. you do is first locate 
the position of the wall studding 
by gently pounding on the wall. 
When you've located a _ stud, 
gently push against the bulge to 
force the lath and the plaster 
back into place. Once the bulge 
has been flattened out, keep it 
that way by running wood screws 
through the plaster and the lath 
into the wall studding. You may 
need several screws to do the 
job and they should be about 
1% inches long and they should 
have flat heads. 

Once this has been done you 
can touch up any cracks in the 
plaster with patching plaster.

The hand virtually played 


itself, and declarer did not need 
any extraordinary luck to take 
11 tricks. The perennial argu- 
ment was then launched—who 
was to blame for missing the 
game, North or South? 

North’s position was that he 
could not conceivably give a 
jump raise in hearts, after South 
had mentioned the suit, with so 
few high cards in his hands. He 
pointed out that South would 
have looked to him for many 
more aces and kings if he had 
jump-raised, and might have 
contracted for a hopeless slam. 
South, for his part, pointed to 
his own slim holding of two 
kings and the worthless club 
jack, and insisted that surely 
he had done his full duty, and 
perhaps a little more besides, 
when he showed both suits. 

A half-dozen other experts 
watching the hand split up fair- 
ly evenly into two camps, but 
the whole argument seems some- 
what unrealistic to this observer. 
Granting that there was some 
risk in North's jumping from 
two to four hearts with such a 
meagre high-card holding, the 
fact remains (it would seem) that 
North's distribution demanded 
that game be reached, and so 
perhaps he should have insured 
this end without worrying too 
much about the slam picture. 
After all, South did not need 
a particulerly strong hand to 
make six hearts, if he chose to 
bid it.
